Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 5, 6 and 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 2 is 
allowable because prior art fails to teach a solid state imaging device with a unit pixel 
having: at least one of a plurality of potentials supplied to a gate electrode of the reset 
transistor being a negative potential, wherein, the device has a portion able to set the 
gate potential when bringing the reset transistor from an on state to an off state at a 
negative power source potential after passing a ground level power source potential 
from a positive high level power source potential, in combination with the other elements 
of the claim. 

Claim 9 is allowable because prior art fails to teach a camera system having: at 
least one of a plurality of potentials supplied to a gate electrode of the reset transistor 
being a negative potential, wherein, the device has a portion able to set the gate 
potential when bringing the reset transistor from an on state to an off state at a negative 
power source potential after passing a ground level power source potential from a 
positive high level power source potential, in combination with the other elements of the 
claim. 

6,566,697, 2003/011 2350 and EP-1017231 all fail to teach the above allowable 
limitation.
